Order  establishing  a  Minimum  Wage  in  the 
Construction  Industry. 

HE  Board  of  Industrial  Relations  hereby 
orders : — 

1.  That  where  used  in  this  Order  the  expres¬ 
sion  “construction  industry”  includes  construc¬ 
tion,  reconstruction,  repair,  alteration,  or  demo¬ 
lition  of  any  building,  railway,  tramway, 
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harbour,  dock,  pier,  canal,  inland  waterway, 
road,  tunnel,  bridge,  viaduct,  sewer,  drain,  well, 
telegraphic  or  telephonic  installation,  electrical 
undertaking,  gaswork,  waterways,  or  other 
work  of  construction,  as  well  as  the  prepara¬ 
tion  for  or  laying1  the  foundations  of  any  such 
work  or  structure. 

2.  That,  subject  to  the  exemptions  granted 
from  time  to  time  under  section  6  of  the  “  Male 
Minimum  Wage  Act,”  the  minimum  wage  for 
every  employee  twenty-one  (21)  years  of  age 
and  over  in  the  construction  industry  (not  in¬ 
cluded  in  any  other  Order  of  the  Board)  in  the 
City  of  Vancouver,  together  with  all  that  area 
known  as  Point  Grey,  which  lies  to  the  west  of 
the  westerly  boundary  of  the  City  of  Vancou¬ 
ver;  the  City  of  Victoria,  the  City  of  New 
Westminster,  the  City  of  Nanaimo,  the  City  of 
Prince  Rupert,  the  Municipality  of  the  Town¬ 
ship  of  Esquimalt,  the  Municipality  of  the  Dis¬ 
trict  of  Oak  Bay,  the  Municipality  of  the  Dis¬ 
trict  of  Saanich,  the  Municipality  of  the 
District  of  West  Vancouver,  the  Municipality 
of  the  District  of  Burnaby,  and  the  Munici¬ 
pality  and  District  of  North  Vancouver  shall 
be  forty-five  cents  (45c.)  per  hour. 

3.  That,  subject  to  the  exemptions  granted 
from  time  to  time  under  section  6  of  tbe  said 
Act  and  to  the  provisions  of  section  2  of  this 
Order,  the  minimum  wage  for  every  employee 
twenty-one  (21)  years  of  age  and  over  in  the 
construction  industry  (not  included  in  any 
other  Order  of  the  Board)  shall  be  forty  cents 
(40c.)  per  hour. 

4.  That,  subject  to  the  exemptions  granted 
from  time  to  time  under  section  6  of  tbe  said 
Act,  the  minimum  wage  for  every  employee 
under  the  age  of  twenty-one  (21)  years  in  the 
construction  industry  (not  included  in  any 
other  Order  of  the  Board)  in  the  City  of  Van¬ 
couver,  together  with  all  that  area  known  as 
Point  Grey,  which  lies  to  the  west  of  the  west¬ 
erly  boundary  of  the  City  of  Vancouver;  the 
City  of  Victoria,  the  City  of  New  Westminster, 
the  City  of  Nanaimo,  the  City  of  Prince  Rupert, 
the  Municipality  of  the  Township  of  Esquimalt, 
the  Municipality  of  the  District  of  Oak  Bay, 
the  Municipality  of  the  District  of  Saanich, 
the  Municipality  of  the  District  of  West  Van¬ 
couver,  the  Municipality  of  the  District  of 
Burnaby,  and  the  Municipality  and  District  of 
North  Vancouver  shall  be  thirty-five  cents 
(35c.)  per  hour. 

5.  That,  subject  to  the  exemptions  granted 
from  time  to  time  under  section  6  of  the  said 
Act  and  to  the  provisions  of  section  4  of  this 
Order,  the  minimum  wage  for  every  employee 
under  the  age  of  twenty-one  (21)  years  in  the 
construction  industry  (not  included  in  any 
other  Order  of  the  Board)  shall  be  thirty  cents 
(30c.)  per  hour. 

6.  That  this  Order  shall  not  apply  to  appren¬ 
tices  who  are  duly  indentured  pursuant  to  the 
provisions  of  the  “  Apprenticeship  Act.” 

7.  That  this  Order  shall  become  effective  on 
the  28th  day  of  November,  1940,  and  be  in 
substitution  for  Order  No.  12  of  the  Board, 
dated  the  28th  day  of  September,  1934;  Order 
No.  45  of  the  Board,  dated  the  14th  day  of 
June,  1937;  Order  No.  45a  of  the  Board,  dated 
the  2nd  day  of  July,  1937;  Order  No.  48  of 
the  Board,  dated  the  29th  day  of  July,  1937;

PRIVATE  BILLS. 

Excerpt  from  Standing  Orders  relating  to 
Private  Bills. 

100.  (1.)  All  applications  to  the  Legislative 
Assembly  for  Private  Bills  of  any  nature  what¬ 
soever  shall  require  the  publication  of  a  notice 
clearly  and  distinctly  specifying  the  nature  and 
object  of  the  application,  and  when  the  appli¬ 
cation  refers  to  any  proposed  work,  indicating 
sufficiently  the  location  of  the  work,  to  be  signed 
by  or  on  behalf  of  the  applicant. 

(2.)  Such  notice  shall  be  published  in  The 
British  Columbia  Gazette  and  once  a  week  in 
one  leading  daily  newspaper  freely  circulating 
in  all  parts  of  the  Province.  The  notice  in 
such  newspaper  to  appear  on  Wednesday  of 
each  week. 

(3.)  When  the  proposed  Bill  is  of  such  a 
nature  that  it  may  particularly  affect  one  or 
more  electoral  districts,  the  notice  shall  fur¬ 
thermore  be  published  once  a  week  if  possible 
in  some  newspaper  in  every  electoral  district 
affected,  or  if  there  be  no  newspaper  published 
therein,  then  in  a  newspaper  published  in  the 
electoral  district  nearest  thereto.

made  thereof  at  a  previous  sitting  of  the  House 


to  the  Standing  Committees  charged  with  the 
consideration  of  Private  Bills,  who  shall  report 
thereon  to  the  House.  And  if  this  rule  shall 
be  suspended  or  modified  as  aforesaid,  the  pro¬ 
moters  of  any  Private  Bill  which  is  presented 
after  the  time  hereinbefore  limited,  or  for 
which  the  petition  has  been  received  after  the 
time  hereinbefore  limited,  shall  in  either  case 
pay  double  the  fees  required  in  respect  of  such 
Bill  by  this  rule,  unless  the  House  shall  order 
to  the  contrary. 

98.  (1.)  Any  person  seeking  to  obtain  any 
Private  Bill  shall  deposit  with  the  Clerk  of  the 
House,  eight  clear  days  before  the  opening  of 
the  Session: — 

(a.)  A  printed  copy  of  such  Bill: 

(6.)  A  copy  of  the  petition  to  be  pi’esented 
to  the  House: 

(c. )  Copies  of  the  notices  published,  with 
publication  proved  by  a  statutory  dec¬ 
laration  or  affidavit  to  the  satisfaction 
of  the  Clerk  of  the  House. 

(2.)  At  the  time  of  depositing  the  Bill  and 
petition  the  applicant  shall  also  pay  to  the 
Clerk  of  the  House  the  sum  of  three  hundred 
dollars. 

(3.)  If  a  copy  of  the  Bill,  petition,  and 
notices  proved  as  aforesaid  shall  not  have  been 
so  deposited  in  the  hands  of  the  Clerk  of  the 
House  at  least  eight  clear  days  before  the  open¬ 
ing  of  the  Session  or  if  the  petition  has  not 
been  presented  to  the  House  within  the  first 
ten  days  of  the  Session,  the  amount  to  be  paid 
to  the  Clei-k  shall  be  six  hundred  dollars.

between  the  abutments  or  piers  for  the  pas¬ 
sage  of  rafts  or  vessels,  and  mentioning  also 
whether  they  intend  to  erect  a  drawbridge  or 
not,  and  the  dimensions  of  the  same. 

103.  (1.)  All  Private  Bills  for  Acts  of  in¬ 
corporation  shall  be  so  framed  as  to  incorporate 
by  reference  to  the  clauses  of  the  general  Acts 
relating  to  the  details  to  be  provided  for  by 
such  Bills:  Special  grounds  shall  be  estab¬ 
lished  for  any  proposed  departure  from  this 
principle,  or  for  the  introduction  of  other  pro¬ 
visions  as  to  such  details,  and  a  note  shall  be 
appended  to  the  Bill  indicating  the  provisions 
thereof  in  which  the  general  Act  is  proposed 
to  be  departed  from.  Bills  which  are  not 
framed  in  accordance  with  this  Standing  Order 
shall  be  recast  by  the  promoters  and  reprinted 
at  their  expense  before  any  Committee  passes 
upon  the  clauses. 

(2.)  Every  Bill  for  an  Act  of  incorporation, 
where  a  form  of  model  Bill  has  been  adopted, 
shall  be  drawn  in  accordance  with  the  model 
Bill  (copies  of  model  Bills  may  be  obtained 
from  the  Clerk  of  the  House).  Any  provisions 
contained  in  any  such  Bill  which  are  not  in 
accord  with  the  model  Bill  shall  be  inserted 
between  brackets  or  underlined,  and  shall  be 
so  printed. 

(3.)  Any  exceptional  provisions  that  it  may 
be  proposed  to  insert  in  any  Bill  shall  be  clearly 
specified  in  the  notice  of  application  for  same.
